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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on 6/26/2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because it appears the claim listing reading on the elected species (i.e. 38,47-57,59-68) 
is inaccurate. 

It is noted applicant has elected tablets with a diameter from about 0.5 mm to 
about 2 mm with a sustained release being incorporated into a oxycodone matrix for the 
species of tablet formulation, yet, applicant states that claim 58, drawn to a tablet 
diameter from about 0.1 to about 2.5 mm does not read on the elected species. The 
examiner respectfully submits that from about 0.5 mm to about 2 mm lies within 0.1 to 
about 2.5 mm, hence claim 58 reads on this elected species 

The foregoing analysis should not to be deemed exhaustive, as there may be 
other claims in said listing of 6/26/2008 which similarly read or possibly do not read on 
the each of the elected species. Applicant is requested to carefully consider which of the 
currently active claims read on the elected species and provide a substitute listing.
